Remember  that  first  National  U-H  Camp?  The  idea  had  been 
at  work  for  several  years  - needed  some  form  of  national 
recognition  for  junior  leaders  and  a meeting  place  for  State 
leaders,  too.  Well,  in  192 $ the  State  Extension  Directors 
asked  the  Department  of  Agriculture  tc  establish  such  a U-H 
Camp  and  in  1927  they  did*

VOICE 

- There  we  were  - housed  in  tents  on  the  grounds  right  in 
front  of  the  west  wing  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture*  We 
had  to  get  up  at  six  cf clack.  Who  was  that  fellow  who  blew 
the  bugle?  And  we  had  flag  raising,  setting  up  exercises, 
and  swimming  before  breakfast* 

Some  of  us  got  to  that  first  National  U-H  Camp  in  - well,- 
unusual  ways.  The  boys  of  the  Oklahoma  delegation  arrived 
in  a Ford  which  they  had  purchased  from  a junk  dealer  for 
the  grand  total  of  one  dollar*

Jack  Dempsey  off  his  throne*  Gertrude  Ederle  swam  the  English 
channel*  Bobby  Jones  ruled  the  golf  links  and  Babe  Ruth  was 
Sultan  of  Swat, 

And  in  1927  we  were  having  special  parties  for  our  friends  to 

l4-H*ers  come  and  listen  to  that  new  miracle  - radio  * That  was  the  year

The  story  of  that  first  U-H  Camp  and  the  li-H  Camps  to  follow 
would  not  be  complete  without  an  expression  of  National 
appreciation  to  those  who  not  only  worked  to  make  that  first 
Camp  possible,  but  continued  in  U~H  Club  work  in  the  years  to 
follow.  We* re  happy  to  reveal  that  some  of  them  are  here  in 
person  tonight.

Twenty-five  Camps  - 
all  with  the  same  purpose  - a greater,  more  useful  1*-H„ 

But  the  roots  of  U«H  Club  Work  are  deep  in  Americans  past. 

SPOT  - CENTER  STAGE  - on  Lincoln  seated  at  table*, 

VOICE  - On  Hay  15,  1862,  President  Abraham  Lincoln  signed  the  organic  act 
creating  what  was  to  be  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Land-Grant  College  System* 

"There  shall  be  at  the  seat  of  government  a Department  of  Agri- 
culture, the  general  design  and  duties  of  which  shall  be  to  acquire 
and  to  diffuse  among  the  people  of  the  United  States  useful  inform- 
ation on  subjects  connected  with  agriculture 

Some  weeks  later,  he  signed  the  Merrill  Act  for  the  endowment, 
support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college  (in  each  State) 
where  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other 
scientific  and  classical  studies,  to  teach  such  branches  of 
learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts.

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- One  day  while  teaching  soma  girls  how  to  play  ball,  he  had 
slipped  and  injured  his  knee*  The  accident  was  painful  and  it 
lamed  him  but  the  seriousness  of  the  injury  was  not  at  first 
apparent®  On  the  threshold  of  what  he  believed  to  be  his  lifefs 
work,  he  limped  along  as  best  he  could®  Before  a year  passed, 
infection  set  in  and  he  was  forced  to  bed®  But  still  he  kept  on* 
The  effort  took  toll  of  his  health®  Doctors  decreed  that  it  was 
either  surgery  or  a change  to  outdoor  life  on  the  farm*  This  he 
did*  Still  crippled,  he  rode  the  plow  with  crutches  by  his  side® 
He  preached  from  a tall  stool  in  the  pulpit*  Ho  taught*  Yes, 

he  progressed*  Then  chance,  unlike  lightning,  struck  in  the 
same  place  again®  He  fell,  striking  his  knee,  and  after  a 
lengthy  period  of  pain  recovered  all  of  its  former  usefulness® 
After  eight  years,  Dr0  Seaman  Knapp  walked  again*  From  the 
leadership  of  Iowa  State  College  - south  - where  soon  he  was  to 
revitalize  the  rice  industry  of  Louisiana  - then  to  become  the 
founding  father  in  Texas  of  the  farm  demonstration  teaching 
method  we  know  today,  and  staunch  advocate  of  young  farmer  and 
homemaker  clubs*

“*  Then  came  the  Smith'- Lever  Act  and  the  Cooperative  Extension 
Service  was  born  and  li-H  blossomed.
